. Qur opinion may seem: old-fashioned, un- 
orthodox, and heretical, but the theory ofa choir, 
tappears to us, ought to be leadership and dir- 
ection in the service of song and not the render- 
ing of a performance for the entertainment of the 
congregation. 

We attended some time ago a service ina 
_ Mennonite church. We saw there neither choir, 
nor church organ, but we heard congregational 
singing as hearty, spontaneous, and inspiring as 
in the camp meetings of our boyhood days.

We mention this comparatively trivial inci- 
dent merely to draw attention to the fact that 
women are often left in the homes in the suburbs 
of our city without protection from intrusion of 
this kind during the day. To allow these men 
to be moving freely around in this way, is expos- 
ing our homes to a grave danger, as many ser 
ious crimes committed in various parts of Ont- 
ario give ample evidence.

“Like wildfire” is an accepted phrase for the 
way the commission plan of government is 
spreading among American cities not of the very 
highest rank, says Harper’s Weekly. We don’t 
know much about wildfire or how fast it spreads, 
but if it spreads as fast as this idea does there is 
nothing’ slow aboutit: All partsof the U. S. 
show rapid gains for the scheme of centralizing 
municipal power in the hands of two or three well- 
paid commissioners instead of distributing ita- 
mong aldermen, councilmen, anda mayor. But 
for the moment the south is in the lead. In Ala- 
bama the three principal cities—Birmingham, 
Mobile, and Montgomery—have all got authority 
from the legislature to make the change. In 


North Carolina, Greensboro has just gone over - 


to the new order by a big majority. Asheville is 
about to follow; and the other day Wilmington— 
old, conservative Wilmington—put the question 
to a vote, and outof a total of twelve hundred votes 
‘cast there were just twenty-two noes. In the face 
‘of ‘such eagerness to try a promising experiment, 
jt can hardly be contended that our cities don’t 
-want better government. The'plan itself isa 
hopeful one, highly commended by the experience 
of such cities as have already tried it. But still 
more hopeful is the keenness of the interest it 


*arouses, the civic awakening of which its popular-. 


ity is a sign.

WOOD PULP PAPER. 


Forced into Use by the Scarcity of Rag 
Stock, 

In‘the early days of printing It was 
pardly pussible to employ anything but 
rst class paper in making books, for 
the reasun that wood Ober and wood 
pulp paper had oot then come into 

| use. At that time good cotton and 
pen rags were turned Into fine, frm, 
pure white paper, well able to with- 
stand Indefinltely the yellowing and 
disintegratlog effects of time. 

As the Increase In the demand for 
printing paper grew apace it wns soon 
found that there were not enough rugs 
to go round. Thus wool pulp came 
into bse. 

All vegetable Ober {ts sultable for 
paper makinz, whether It be obtained 
from rug, wound, esparto grass, straw 
or otber substances When these Obers 
ure torp apart they are clogged with 
gum, a substance thut must be thor- 
ougbly dissolved nnd washed away by 
chemicais if the best results are to be 
obtained. 

Wood pulp paper is made of finely 
gtound wood, usually spruce, the 
gtinding being done with a beating en- 
gine, ran at high speed,.and boge 
stones between which the. wood fs re- 
duced to a kind of pulp. That done, it 
fs made up into paper without any pre- 
liminary removal of the gam or, oth- 
er deleterious ingredients —Harper’s 
Weekly.

The reaeher in meeaiee his dis- 
course ‘Weclared that he bad mo-apo- 
logy to maké in treating of the sub- 
ject of “ d Marriages,” as the 
topic was a live one, having engaged 
the attention of the pulpits and 
press of Canada for some weeks. It 
is important in that the home is the 
important unit in the atate and in 
religion, and at the foundation of ev- 
ery home lies the marriage tie., It 
is aleo™a delicate theme on account 
of the many diverse interests involv- 
ed. But one thing is necessary and 
that is to approach the question calm 
ly. If we are not capable of so, do- 
Ing, it would “be much better to 
leave it alone. The’ trouble with a 
great many pulpits and newspapers 
is that they have approached it as a 
sectarian or party problem. The 
best way to judge the question is. to 
look at it historically. 

The problem of mixed marriage is 
very o}d, occurring in the time of Ex- 
ra, who’ was confronted with the 
question. “ In his’ generation, mar- 
riages took place between bellever’ 
and unbelievers, the Jews and the 
Gentiles. The prophet. took the posi- 
tion of uncompromising hostility: to 
all such marriages. He made the 
chief priests, the Levites, and all 
Israel, do away with these things. 
The question to-day arises as to the 
putting away of wives and innocent 
children, but what was done in those 
days ia not told and indeed Ezra 
does not seem-to care. .. The main

ODD STUNTS WITH A WHIP. 


Wonderful Feats by o European Master 
of the Lash. 

“I saw a downright povelty on the 
bill of a European music hall,” sald a 
man who spends a bit of bis time on 
the other side. “It was furnished by 
an Austro-Hungarian. who accomplish- 
ed some wonderful things with a whip. 

“One of his stunts was to take a 
long lashed, stout handled whip in 
each hand and, with orchestral ac- 
companiment, proceed to crack or snap 
them at a terrific rate. The sound 
made by his whips In this manner Is 
gtadvated from a noise like a rifle 
Teport to the soft click of a billiard 
ball. It makes a curious sort of music 
and serves to show how he can regu- 
late the force of each stroke. 

“Another feature of his performance 
is achlered with a riclous looking 
whip with an abnormally long Insb. It 
is provided with a heary handle of 
medium length. This is his favorite 
toy, and what he can do with it ts 
, really wonderful, He first gives an 
j idea of what fearful force may He in 
@ whiplash in the hands of an ex- 
pert. There is a large frame shown, 
over which {fs stretched a calf or sheep 
skin. This Is marked with dots of red 
paint. The man with the whip steps 
up and, swinging the lash round his 
head, lets fy at the calfskin. With 
retery blow he actually pulls a plece 
out of the leather, leaving a clean cut 
hole. These pieces are distributed 
among the audience to show that there 
is no trickery about the performance. 

“After this be takes a frame with 
tifee shelves. On these there are 2 
dozen or more of medjum sized apples 
; lying very close together and provided 
with large numbers, Any one In the 
audience may designate which apple 
be wishes struck, and the anerring 
lash snatches ft out like a flash. A 
still more difficult feat is the snappins 
of colns from a narrow necked bottle. 
A piece of silver about the size of a 
half crown [s put over the cork of the 
bottle, which stands on the edge of a 
table. The whip. artist, without ap- 
pearing to take any sort of aim, send« 
the long lash whizzing through the air 
and picks off the coin without»Jarring 
the bottle, much less breaking it'"— 
New York Press.

A Pathetic Incident of Life In an Eng- 
lish Village.

Peres 
merchantable pulp or paper 
sawn lumber, codenware utensils, or 
other articles of commerce or mer- 
chandise, as distinguished from the 
said spruce or other timber in its raw 
or unmanufactured state.

MOTION PICTURES, 


French Inventor Perfecting Device ty 
Send Them by Wire. 


Something rather more tangible 
than television has been devised by a 
French inventor, Edouard Belin, who 
is making an_apparatus by which a 
series of photographs can be tele- 
graphed one after the other instan- 
taneourly, and reformed so as to give 
a cinematograph reproduction of an 
event at any distance away. 

Thus, if a series of pictures: were 
taken of some event at a city such as 
Newcastle, they could be rapidly pre- 
pared for the telegraph, and a fac- 
simile reproduction of the event seen 
immediately on a screen in London. 

M. Belin uses a paper photograph 
of quite an original type as the send- 





ing “record.” An ordin hall-tone 
newspaper. illustration, if examined 
closely, is seen to consist of innumer- 


able dots of various sizes which com- 
bine to form the picture with its light 
and shade; M. Belin’s paper records 
consist of innumerable perforation: in 
a sheet of paper, each hole of a cer- 
tain size and corresponding to the 
dots of a half-tone p! stn Bos 

This is laid on a metal base and 
drawn along: under a set of metal 
brushes; the wider the hole the more 
contact th is between the brush 
and the mital underneath. By this 
means the amount of electric current 
sent to the distant viewing screen i: 
varied. ‘ 

The currents of various strength: 
are made to illuminate more or less 
strongly small portions of the viewing 
screen, each of which corresponds to

How One Wealthy New York Family 
Laughs at His Bill.

the property, and the assessment lapsed 
for that year. 

“Next year if was entered against al? 
three—man, wife and motber. Each 
appeared and swore that he (or she) 
did sot own the property, and sgalp 
the assessment lapsed, When asked 
who the owner, of the property was 
tbey replied, by advice of counsel, that 
it was the commissioners’ business to 
find out, 

“The long and short of it was that 
to save the tax bill of about $170 a 
year the three had incorporated them- 
selves ns n New Jersey corporation 
for the sole purpose of holding those 
housebold goods. The property was 
owned by the family os corporation 
property, and none of the three was 
personally Hable.”

This was in Sept- 
ember, In October he was refer- 
red to the Mayor, who raised 
the price from $75 to $100; but 
eventually agreed to the original 
offer of 375 in consideration of 
Mr. Ford's taking two lots that 
were pot so well situated. — 

When the lots were deeded to 
Mr. Ford, he found that they 
were only sold to Mrs. Smith on 
October 14th, about a-month af- 
tér he had tried to buy them from 
the city. His deed was dated 
Oct, 29th, He was prepared to 
pay $75 to the city, whereas Mrs, 
Smith paid but $25. The profit 
in 15 days was $200, 

When the lots were sold Mr. 
Ford was advised by the Mayor 

that the street was to be -open- 
ed up. but apparently as soon as 
the lots were sold, nothing was 
done about this, 

You will see clearly from this 
that the lots were promised to 
Mr. Ford at $75 each before they

Washington, April 11.—The customs 
court, in a decision yesterday, held 
in effect that the so-called “favored 
nation” clause in the existing com- 
mercial treaties with ‘land, 
France and Germany does not restrict 
the United States’ in cffecting the 
proreeed Teciprocity agreement with

The treaty with England was nego- 
tiated in 1815, and indefinitely ex- 
tended in 18/.- The treaties with 
France, Italy and Gefmany, Iorming 
the basis of the importer’s claim, 
were put into effect by the President 
under the tariff act of 1897. Under 
the last named treaty “in view of 
reciprocal and equivalent conces- 
sions,” the rate on whisky from 
France was fixed at $1.75 a gallon. 
The court holds that by its terms the 
treaty is one of mutual consideration 
apd concession.

In the opinion of many qualified ob- 
servers the agricultural experiment 
Stations are proving to be one of the 
greatest agencies of helpfulness in 
the United States. Under a luw passed 
nincteen years ago each of the states 
and territories recelves several thou- 
sand dollars a year from the general 
government for this purpose. The 
states add about half as much more. 
These centers of practical investiga- 
tlon concerning the plant and animal 
life of the farm in all {ts bearings are 
putting numberless theories and cus- 
toms to a rigid test. It was the prac- 
tice twenty years ago to cook food 
for domestic animals, but exbaustire 
investigations {n feeding seemed to 
show that this is not profitable. and a 
great change of custom has resulted. 

The Minnesota station has accom- 
plished much in improving wheat, the 
Hlinols station in improving the corn 
yield, the Wisconsin station in the 
diary and the California station in the 
reclamation of alkall lands, 

The experiment stations are gradu- 
ally correcting certaln of their original 
mistakes. There was a tendency. at 
Orst to a duplication of work. Each 
attempted perhaps to do too many 
things. Now there is better co-ordina- 
tion through the department of agri 
culture at Washington. The stations 
also are specializing and devoting 
themselves more particularly to local 
interests. Each agency has its sphere 
of influence. It is well to have some 
men in the community set apart to 
make the experimental studies for. 
which the individual farmer could not 
spare ‘the time. Millions of dollars in 
the aggregate may be lost by a single 
popular error if sufficiently widespread. 
To find out what is what is really the 
task stations are trying to perform.— 
New York Press.

CHARGE OF MANSLAUGHTER. 


Owners of the Tiangle Waist Co. Are 
Indicted by the Grand Jury. 

New York, April 12.—Isaac Harris 
and Max Blanck, owners of the Tri- 
angle Waist Co., were indicted yes- 
terday afternoon by the grand jury 
which is investigating the circum- 
stances of the Washington place fire 
of March 25, when 145 employes of the 
company lost their lives. The indict- 
ments, four in number,;charge each 
man with manslaughter in the first 
and ‘second degree. The maximum 
penalty for which is 20 and 10 yeara’ 
imprisonment respectively. Harris 
and Blanck were arrested at their 
homes, were arraigned, and after en- 
tering pleus of not guilty, were re- 
leased under $25,000 bail. 

The indictments charge that the de- 
fendants are responsible for the deaths 
ol Rosie Grasso and Margaret 
Schwartz, whose charred bodies were 
found on the ninth floor of the barn- 
ad building. The Grasso girl was 16 
years old, Margaret Schwartz was 22. 
The district attorney hopes to prove 
that7the girls tried the door on the 
ninth floor in an effort to escape, 
but that it was locked. A charred 
piece of the door in question, with 
the bolt shot, was shown to the grand 
jury, as well as a part of the burned 
stairway. A few minutes afterwards 
the indictmenta were returned. Othex 
indictments may follow.

Gullty to Charge of Manslaughter 
and Sentence is Passed — Her 
Counsel Thanks Judge For 

Leniency Shown—She Is Un- 
der Care of Salvation Army. 


.m. Crown Prosecu- 

nk Arnoldi addressed the jury, 

hearsing the incidents connected 

with the case, from the time the girl 

left the Salvation Army Hospital in 

Toronto until the time of the inquest 
on. Feb. 9. “ 

The first witness called by the crown 
was Mrs. Beeson, matron of the hos- 
pital, who stated the girl had 
to the hospital, and, after sta: 
three weeks, retarned to Collingw. 
with her child. Witnesses also stated, 
in answer to a question by crown 
counsel, that the clothes shown her 
at the post mortem examination were 
the ones supplied by her when Pearl 
Smith was leaving the hospital. Ask- 
ed if. there was any other way she 
could identify the child, she replied 
she could identify the child by marks 
on chin about the size of a pin. 

Gordon, a lad of 13, told of finding 
the body on Feb. 4 while going 
through the bush on his way to fish. 

j the evidence of Dr. Alex. McFaul, 
j the coroner at Collingwood, and Dr. 
MeKay, who conducted the post-mor- 
tem examination, corroborated the 
evidence given at the inquest. Con- 
stable William Smith gave evidence 
as to the taking of the body to Trott’s 
undertaking rooms, He stated he 
was directed to the spot by the boys 
Gordon and Shaw, and found the 
child lying under some trecs in the 
woods, about ten feet from the path, 
covered with snow, with the right 
hand protruding from beneath, 

At this point counse] for the pris- 
oner, with the consent of the crown 
prosecutor, asked that his lordship 
would’ change the indictment from 
that of murder to a charge of man- 
slsashies. and in that event his client 
would change the plea of not guilty 
in the case of murder to guilty for 
the lesser charge. His lordship at 
once proceeded to change the indict- 
tent, as he considered the ends of 
iustice would be as well served, 

“The crime of abandonment is not 
uncommon,” said the judge. *‘This is 
the second case of this kind that has 
come up in this county during -the 
past year. A girl that will live. thie 
kind of life must be punished, and it 
is necessary that you should be pun- 
ished, not only for yourself, but as 
an example to the public. I must re- 
mand you that the court can sentence 
you to imprisonment for life on thie 
charge, or for a shorter term,” said 
she judge, “but I do not intend to 
give you a severe sentence in this 
ease, 

His lordship then told the prisoner 
that he was glad to see the Salvation 
Army had interested themselves in 
her case, and he felt sure they would 

‘follow her and care for her while she 
was in prison as well as when she 
came out. If she would be guided 
by their prayers and advice she would 
be able, while still a soung woman, 
to regain her place in decent society 
after leaving prison. 

Col. G. W. Bruce, K.C., prisoner’s 
counsel, thanked his lordship for the 
leniency shown.

Hostler Says Ho Heard Sounds, But 
Did Not Connect Them With “Joey”

coboure, April 13.—Lorenz Macdon- 
aki, ler at the Hotel Bristol, was 
an important witness for the crown 
at yesterday’s sessions of the Mat- 
thews’ murder trial. An effort was 
made to get him to imitate the sounds 
which he alleged he heard after re- 
tiring to his room on the evening of 
Dec. 17.. His answer was that it 
was a sound of some one in distress, 
a whining or choking sound. He had 
known Johanna Brimacombe ever 
since she was born. “He did not 
think it was Joey,” when he heard 
fhe ‘cries. It-was a woman's voice. 

Macdonald said he ‘saw Matthews 
in the kitclien with Miss Brimacombe 
that night. “Matthews was standing 
by the stairs and the girl was about 
two feet from him. Witness came 
from the bar into the kitchen. Soon | 
afterwards he went to his room on 
the third floor, shut the door and 
bolted it. After he was in bed he 
heard whining or groaning. He got 
up, opened the door and stuck his 
bead out to listen. Cross-examined 
the crown he fixed the time as 
twelve minutes after cight when he 
went to his room. The sounds were 
heard a very few minutes after. Joey 
and Matthews were both in the hall | 
when he passed upstairs to bed. 

He saw nothing between Matthews 
and the girl. The latter had his over- 
eost on. He did not know whether 
the prisoner had his hat on or not. 
The next morning he (the witness) 
was in the kitchen, waiting for Joey 
to come in. Teasdale told him she 
was dead.

The difference in rations for 
elder and younger steers Is more In the 
amount alfowed thas anything elae.

In the Uttle suburban village of Hen- 
don, less than seven miles, as the crow 
files, from, the royal palace of Buck- 
Ingham, Sir Hiram Maxim, because of 
his great love of peace, is planning to 
construct the most formidable engines 
of destruction the world kas ever 
seen, hoping they will make war {m- 
Possible in a near future. On a 
smooth stretch of ground, comprising 
nearly 400 acres, Mr. Maxim, Mr. Gra- 
ham-White, and M. Bleriot, working 
together for the first time, will erect 
the most up-to-date aeroplane factory 
In the world, In which aeroplanes are 
to be built, half a dozen of which will 
be enough to defend the coast of Eng- 
Jand against any attempted German 
attack and send the Kaiser's proud 
jronclads to the bottom of the North 
Sea with thousands of men before they

With every 
constructional facility at their com- 
mand, and with a large staff of skilled 
Workers to call upon, these three re 
howned experts will collaborate in the 
construction of new types of aero- 
planes, which will be built in the fac 
tory and immediately tested on the 
neighboring aerodrome by special 
pilots. Mr. Graham White, M. Bleriot 
and Sir Hiram Maxim will direct keen 
attention to the development of the 
war acroplene; to the evolution of 
simple, practical machines to encour.

Sheep 
will stand a great deal of cold if they 
are kept dry and given Plenty of fresh 
alr and what. they need of nutritious 
food. If this kind of attention Is put 
behind the sheep they will do well and 
give you a good, fat profit before the 
next winter comes around. :

It is’ contended by those who 
fayor this site that the site of the 
Chureh of the Holy Sépulcher, now 
about-in the center of modern Jerusa- 
lem, was within the walls at the time 
of the ‘death’ of Christ and therefore 
could not have been the scene of his 
crucifixion and burial. 
. Christ was crucified, according to St. 
Luke xxill, 33, revised version, at “the 
place which ts called the Skull.” “The 
place Itself," says the Rev. Hugh 
Price Hughes, “was called ‘the Skull" 
undoubtedly because it bore some re- 
semblance to a human skull. 

“It is an extraordinary fact, to which 
my own eyes can testify, that to this 
day the rocky knoll by ‘Jereminh's 
otto,” as seen from the” highroad 
which passes the Damascus gate. looks 
like a human skull. There are In the 
face of it two large natural caves, 
which look Ike the empty sockets ‘of 
human’ eyes, and befween and below 
these the rocky surface’ looks tIke a 
pose and’a mouth.” : 

We are expressly told that the place 


of crucifixion was “visible from afar™ 
(St. Mark xv, 40), and “all his acqualns- 
ance and the women that followed 
with him from Galilee stood afar off, 
seeing these things” (St. Luke xxill, 49. 

The spot could be seen from the 
walls of the city, from the top of the 
temple, from the roofs of many houses 
and from Olivet, as well as from the 
highroads which mect at this point. © 

In St. Matthew xxvil, 32, we read 
that “as they came out” by what we 
now call the Damascus gate “they 
found a.man of Cyrene, Simon by 

name, coming out of the country,” as 
St "Mark and St. Luke add, and 
this was the entrance by which he 
would come out of the country. Him 
they compelled to assist Christ in 
bearing the cross. And why was such 
assistance specially needed at this 
point? “Stand outside the Damas- 
cus gate,” says the Rev. Mr. Price, 
“and notice how just there the road 
suddenly rises and becomes steep. Our 
Lord reeled under the weight of the 
cross where the road became steep, 
and 80 Simon had the Immortal glory 
of helping him.” 

It is recorded in St. John xix, 41, 42, 
that “In the place where he was crucl- 
fled there was o garden, and in the 
garden 2 new tomb wherein was never 
man yet laid.) There laid they Jesus, 

| therefore, * * * for the tomb was nigh 
| at hand.” The new tomb meets these 
requirements, It is “nigh at hand,” 
being within 230 feet of the summit of 

Skull hill and “in the garden.” 

Dr. Schick, the most distinguished of 
Jerusalem. archacologists, has pro- 
nounced the tomb to be originally a 
“Jewish tomb.” but altered and con- 
verted subsequently to Christian uses. 
It consists of a chamber cut in the 
solid rock, seven feet six inches high, 
fourteen feet six Inches long and 
eleven feet two Inches wide. A low 
partition divides the tomb into two 
parts’ The entrance is on the west 
side of the partition. On the east side 
of the partition fs a little window-like 

opening. 3 

To the presence of this window-like 
opening: great importance is attached 
by those who believe it to be the tomb 
in which the Saviour was lald because 
it marks it as the only tomb which fur- 
nishes an explanation of the remarka- 
die incident related In St. John xx, 3-8, 
When Mary Magdalene brought Simon 
Peter and John the startling news that 
the tomb was empty, “Peter went forth 
and the other disciple, and they went 
toward the tomb, and they ran both 
together, and the other disciple outran 
Peter, and, stooping and looking in, he 
seeth the Ilnen clothes lying, yet enter- 
ed he not In.” 

In no ordinary tomb would it bave 
been possible to see from the outside to 
the bottom of the sepulcher. In this 
tomb, by leaning forward and peering 
through the opening, the bottom of the 
receptacle can be clearly seen. But 
the position which the head would oc- 
cupy could not be seen in this way. 
It Simon Peter who first bebeld 
“the napkin that was upon his head.” 

Outside the tomb is no recess or 
groove hewn out of the parent rock, 
down which, it is alleged, the circular 
stone was rolled that closed the open- 
ing.

Why Ensilage Should Be Used on 
Every. Stock and Dairy Farm. 
Tne Nebraska Dalrymen's associa- 
tion recently offered a prize for the 
best esray on the silu. It was won 
by W. C. Forbes of the Nebraska Col- 
lege of Agriculture, who summed up 

thus: 

Every stock farmer Should hare & 
silo for the following reasons: 

First.—Because corn silage is the 
nearest and most economical substi 
tute for pasture grass, which Is the 
ideal of all our rations. 

Second.—That an acre of corn silage 
yields from 600 to 2,000 pounds more 
nutrients per acre than any other of. 
the farm crops, 

Third —That there isa great economy 
of space in its use. 

-Fourth.—That its use makes it more 
pleasant to feed stock and also saves & 
great deal of time and labor. 

Fifth.—Because with its use in the 
winter ration larger gains and milk 
fiows are the result 

Bixth—With its use practically the 
entire food value of the corn crop is 
obtained. ‘ 

Beyenth—That the silo enablea the 
farmer to keep double the number of 
head of stock on the same farm. 

Elghth.—That our fields are cleared

EASTER AT BETHLEHEM. 


Services of the Pious 
Moravians of Peansylvania. 3 
Easter is celebrated In a very quaint 
tanner among the Moravians dwelling 
fn the United States of America. On 
Good Friday, tn the afternoon, fs he'd 
a crucifixion service. This solemn fea- 
ture Is made more realistic by the toll- 
ing of the great bell In the belfry of 
the church turee times at 3 o'clock, in- 
dicative of the hour at which Christ 
was crucified. 

About 2 o'clock on Easter Sunday 
morning the trombone cnolr starts out 
on a tour of the town. At each street 
corner qualaut old German chorals are 
played. The object is to awaken the 
people and to inform them that it is 
time to be on their way to attend the 
early resurrection services in the 
church, 

‘The Moravian church at Bethlehem, 
Pa., at the time of its erection in 1803 
was the largest church in America, 
The services are started by the trom- 
bone choir stationed in the belfry, 
They play several selections, and then 
the church services begin. These con- 
sist of reading a brief Iltany and songs 
and last half an hour. The remaining 
part of the service takes place in the 
cemetery which adjoins the church. 
The services are so regulated that the 
procession reaches the center of the 
graveyard jost as the sun rises if the 
ts clear. The graveyard services 
are slmple and similar to those held in 
the chureb.—Leslie’s Weekly.

1873 he was transferred from the dis- 
trict of Quebec to that of Kamouras- 


ka, with resident headquarters at Ri- i 


viere du Loup. 

He wrote and published in the year 
1874 “The Criminal Law of Canada 
with notes, commentarics, precedents 
and indictments, ete.,”” consisting of 
two volumes, and also ‘The Code de 
Procedure Civile du Bas Canada, with 
annotations.” Other publications were 
“The Criminal Code of the Dominion 
of Canada as taken in 1893, with com- 
mentaries, etc.,"” and “Notice Cene- 
alogique sur la Famille Taschereau,” 
in the year 1896. 

He received the degree of LL.D. 
from Laval University in the year 
1890, and waa raised to Chief Justice 
of the Dominion of Canada in 1902. 
In this same year he was created a 
knight, and in the year 1904 was made 
a Privy Councillor. In 1904, between 
the time of the departure of Lord 
Minto and the coming of Earl Grey 
he was administrator of the Govern- 
«ment, with the titk of His Excel- 
lency. This title was at first not ac- 
corded him, but he ciaimed his right, 
wrote to the Colonial Office and 

ceived a favorable answer. \: 

He retired from his judicial posi- 
tion in 1906. . 

The deceased gentleman had at- 
tended s number of sessions of the 
judicial committee of the Privy Coun- 
cil and was there last year. It was 
his intention to go over this year; 
in fact he had stated not many days 
before his death, after having recup- 
erated from his first stroke, that he 
waa thinking of attending the coro-

Crucible Bursts; Eight Die. 

Philadelphia, April 17.—Eight work- 
men were fatally injured and a dozen 
others were badly scalded by ‘the 
bursting of a large crucible containing 
mclten steel at the Midvale Steel 
Works here Saturday afternoon. 

The physicians attending the men 
at the Germantown Hospital where 
they were taken, say the eight men 
have not.one chance in a thousand to 
live. The other twelve workmen, 
though seriously burned, are expected 
to recover. 

The accident occurred while more 
than a score of men were guiding 
with long to! the big crucible con- 
taining several tons of the fiery steel 
along a traveling crane. It burst with- 
out warning and the hot fluid poured 
over some .of the nearest men and 
splashed over all the others. . Wher- 
ever it struck it stuck like glue. 

The sight of the men was sickening, 
to the physicians and nurses. Sev- 
eral af the victims were burned :from 
head to foot and flesh peeled off their 
bodies as the physicians attempted to 
remove their clothing.

Mexico City, April’ 17.—The leader 
of the large band of revolutionists now 
operating in the State of Guerrero, is 
a girl, Senorita Dona Margariti Neri, 
daughter of a man who once’ was a 
general in the Mexican army, General 
Canuto Neri, but who, forsaking his 
country’s cause, took up arms against 
the Diaz Government. The’ girl is 
wealthy, her father having ‘safely 
hidden his wealth in French securi- 
ties before starting the revolt which 
ended in his death about twelve years 


go. 

“La Neri,” as she is affectionate- 
ly called by her band of about seven 
hundred followers, inherits the revo- 
lutionary instincts of her father, who 
at his death left her in’ a convent in 
Chilpancingo. ‘She was then six years 
of age, and the term. of her “‘im- 
prisonment” as she called it, in the 
convent, was twelve This term 
she finished six months ago, and came 
out possessed of s0me’500,000 pesos in 
cash and a large amount of bonds and 
other securities in the Bank of Paris. 

With her money she easiposd a 
force of:seven hundred men, who se- 
lected her. as their leader as soon as 
she manifested a desire to take the 
field. Fresh from’ the convent, she 
learned to ride like an amazon and 
shoot fairly well. All her men are 
easipped with American rifles and 
revolvers, with interchangeable cart- 
ridges, and all wear short sabres, 
in contradistinction to the © long 
swords ’of the Mexican cavalry. 

The girl and her band have been 
in several hard fights with the Mexi- 
ean troo She leads the fights in 

rson, showing rare bravery on the 

eld. She has never been wounded, 
and to the superstitious Indians of 
oF region, seems to bear a charmed

La Neri, although beautiful in fea- 
tures, is of a pronounced Indian type, 
her mother having been a Guerrero 
Indian, and her father a descendant 
of one of the early Spanish settlers 
in Mexico.

Are we living in Canada orin Russia that one 
man shall forbid another to open his mouth on a 
question of public policy ? We shame to confess 
it, but there is in Canada a large minority of citi- 
zens whose meanness is of greater displacement 
than a modern Dreadnought battleship. While 
they themselves go upon the the house-tops to 
shout their ready-to-wear opinions to the world, 
yet they would completely gag the mouthofa 
minister. If a preacher is foolhardy enough to 
express himself upon any of the issues of the day 
the ‘said citizens begin to threaten and to storm. 
If the threatenings are not sufficient to reduce the 
minister to a proper state of innocuous humility, 
they will go farther and withhold the means 
whereby he lives. The starvation method is re- 
markably effective, whether it be applied to polit- 
ical offenders in Russia or to ministers in Canada.

The cleric to be popular must be a man with- 
- out convictions, without courage, and without 
. opinions. The late Principal Graat, never wrote 

anything better than the following description of 
the popular minister.— 


“Ministers the special agents in this work 
of the regeneration of men, did I say! Sure- 
ly lam wrong—that is not their part in the 
present day. The ministers duty now is to 

ive no offence to saint or Sinner; to tread 

elicately lest he offend delicate sensibilities; 
ty tnake much of the people, and by indirect 
flattery make them think well of themselves 
that they may think well of him; to be, a 
dignified and respected wind-bag, from which 
shall proceed at regulation intervals sounds 
that. shall be a¢éepted as thunder without 
at tning, thunder warranted to hurt nobody. 

e minister’s work now is to crush his muan= 
hood out of him; to have no opinions which 
differ from those entertained by one he meets 
ee to have no opinions at all on matters of 

real life, to strike at the vices of the absent, 

of other classes, other times; to echo the 
cuckoo note of a barren orthodoxy, to strain 
at the gnats of heresy, and to be supicious 
of scientific criticism and free thought.”

We submit that the minister has exactly the 
same right to express himself as any other citizen. 
Ifthe question be one affecting the moral well- 
being of those among whom he labors, we con- 
ceive it to be his duty to use his influence both in 
the pulpit and outside to make his sense of the 
right prevail. A discussion of the comparative 
merits of reciprocal free trade or exclusive pro- 
tectionism would scarcely be in place in a sermon 
‘any ‘more than would a discourse on domestic 
science or the value of a permanent pavement on 
Front St. But there are questions continually com- 
ing up affecting the mental and moral wellbeing 
of the community upon which our ministers 
are well qualified to speak. When questions of 
the kind do arise we hold it is the duty of every 
minister to let his voice be heard for what he 
conceives to be right. v : 
The great Teacher can safely be taken asa 
model by every minister. His sermons and 
sayings contained little of dogma,‘creed, or ritual 
,and little of the socalled “‘religion’”’ but were 
filled with everyday thoughts and commonplace 
illustrations. With fine courage he cast out the 
money changers from the temple and ‘exposed 
the hypocrisy of those in high places. Were he 
in Canada today he would probably have some- 
thing to say about the approved method of winning 
elections, the way some of.us keep the Sabhath 
day holy, the exploitation of the poor by million- 
aire combinesters, and a few other things that 
are.now pretty generally ignored by his weak- 
kneed ambassadors.

But if he does pro- 
ceed in his capacity as a private citizen to express 
his opinions on any of these important questions, 
he is immediately given to understand that it is 
none of his business, and if hedoesn’t keep quiet, 
well, certain people will cease to contribute to his 
The minister if he is ordin- 
arily prudent and human will immediately sub- 
side. If he is foolish enough to feel that he is a 
man.and ought to assert his manhood and keeps 
on talking, the starvation method is applied. 

Our treatment of our ministers in this re- 
spect shows that we all like to play the tyrant 
and are still tyrants at heart.

Simple Suggestions» For Starting 
Things Growing at Home. 

To, have or not to have a hotbed 
must be decided on rather early in the 
season. March or.early April should 
see a large one “on tap.” The elab- 
orate ones are expensive and require 


almost constant attention. If left to 


themselves they freeze by night and 
broil by day, and that great is the gain 
thereof perhaps does‘ not greatly mat- 
ter to one who gardens only in a small 
way. Bat that is a question one must 
decide for oneself, says the Country 
Gentleman. , 

If the one is 2 woman and the bed 
can be placed only a few steps outside 
e sunny window where she spends 
ter part of ber days sewing, 
or planning dainty dishes 
the homecoming of the man 
effort may be worth while. It 

ans to uncover in the early morning 
before the sun reaches the bed, to 
shade at noon, to let in air later, to 
replace the glass as the sun declines, 
to know how and when to water and 
while the nights continue cold to cover 
at dusk with matting or even thick 
carpets. If you do not want to con- 
front this trouble and the expense try 
a few shallow boxes covered with 
panes of glass In the house. 

The windows of the kitchen are by 
all odds the best, as the air is properly 
dense and moist. If you have had it- 
tle experience, which we are supposing 
you have not, do rot try asters and 
fine flower seeds in this way—only 
common, easily gtown seeds. The 
others would almost certainly “damp 
off,” die or come up so slim and sickly 
that they would never amount to any- 
thing. 

Or, infinitely better than the house 
boxes; if you possess or can easily 
come by an everyday window sash— 
even one 3.by 3 feet will do—this 
can be fitted on to a rough bor from 
the grocer’s and the whole set on a 
beap of manure where the sun will 
reach It early and late, With this 
few radishes, lettace and Gne tower 
seeds can be successfully grown. 
Never put it in a northern exposure 
and do not bave less than full three 
inches of sifted earth on top of the 
manure. More is better. Do not try 
the small bed very early. Walt until

Sir Willeid -Laurer Replies ‘In-Com-

}. Ottawa, April 21.—Hon. George E. 
Foster interrupted the reciprocity de- 
bate in the House of Commons yes- 
lterday by a two-hours’ discussion on 
the approaching conference in Lon- 
don. Arr, Foster was at some pains to 
review the work of the previous con- 
ferences, and concluded by criticiz- 
ing the Government for not baying 
j pursued the subjects taken up 
arranging further topics for discus- 
sion when the conference resumes 
i next month. 

| Sir Wilfrid Laurier made it clear 
that the Government was not indiffer- 
ent with regard to the approaching 
conference, and that there were many 
questions which had not yet been dis- 
posed of, ani therefore it was in- 
advisable to introduce new subjects. 
Sir Wilfrid, however, kept his own 
counsel in reference to the possibility 
of his not attending the conference, 
and the conclusion 18 natu form- 
ed in the lobbies of the House that the 
Premicr’s trip will depend on the pro- 
gress made with reciprocity. 

| The reciprocity debate was resumed 
in the evening, when Dr. Edwards 
'(Frontensc) spoke for three hours in 
opposition to the trade proposals. A. 
M. Beauparlant (St. Hyacinthe), mov- 
ed the adjournment. 

Hon. Mr. Foster occupied the at 
tention of the House for an hour and 
a half with a review of the work 
which has been accomplished by the 
Imperial Conferences and the secre- 
tarrate of that body, more - 
ly with reference to the developments 
of the tat eightcen months, 

Mr. Foster then proceeded to criti- 
cic: the Government for not having 
suggested any topics of diseussion at 
the next conference. The other over- 
seas dominions were {ull of sugges- 

{tions, because they were full of the 
spirit of the Imperial Conference. 
| Sir Wittirid, in his reply, dealt with 
the criticism that Canada had not of- 
‘fered any suggestions as to the Im- 
}perial Conference. The decision of 
ithe Government, in this regard, he 
i said, was not due to indifference, but 
{rather to the belief that there wero 
jenough matters left open by the last 
conference to engage the attention of 
|the next one. 
| There was the subject of defence, 
| which had not been exhausted. Then 
there was the trade question, which 
| would probably be discussed at sev- 
jeral conferences yet before all are 
agreed on it. In 1902 the resolation 
adopted set forth thay free trade with- 
jan the Empire would be impossible. 
‘That -was still the case, but it was 
no reason why the matter should be 
| abandoned. The recommendations 
}the last conference in regard to im- 
| migration had not been acted upon 
jior various reasons, and the matter 
j would doubtless again have to be dis- 
cussed in all its bearings. Then the 
‘question of an “all red” steamship 
service had ‘not been settled. In this 
connection the Premier said that the 
time was probably near :: hand when 
! the first service on the Atlantic could 
| be established, but the difficulty was 
with the Pacific end of the project. 

The ‘Premier laid particular stress 
on the necessity for a discussion of 
;the question of the uniform naturali- 
zation laws. At the present time 

le from other countries naturalized 
(tn Canada are British subjects only 
while they remain in ‘this country. 
‘Owing wo the large immigration and 
ith: changed conditions, the present 
tegulations are inadequate, and a 
change is desirable. He repeated that 
‘all these questions would engage the 
delegates to the conference for a 
month, and that it was due to this, 
and not to indifference, that the Gov- 
ernment had made no suggestions.

New Act Against Weapons Goes 
-Into Force at Once. 


POLICEMEN MAY SEARCH 


Heavy Penalties Are Provided In On- 
tario Statute Which Forbids the 
Carrying of Concealed Arms. of 
Any Description or to Sell Them 
Without a rt saen att 
tation for Murderous Aliens. 


Toronto, April 21.—A proclamation 
in to-morrow’s Gazette, will by the 
authority of the Lieutenant-Governor- 
in-Council, put in force the new pro- 
Vincial law with respect to offensive 
weapons, passed by the Legislature 
at the Inst session. 

The act provides that: 

Every person who expo-es for sale, 
offers for sale, or sells any bowie- 
knife. dirk, dagger, stiletto. metal 
knuckles, skull cracker or slung shot, 
or who sells a revolver. pistol or air- 
gun to any person other than one 
holding a certificute issued under sec- 
| tion 118 of the criminal code, or one, 
being over 18 years of age, who pro- 


duces to and leaves’ with the vendor 
a permit in writing, signed by the 
superintendent of provincial police, or 
a chief constable of a city or town, 
| allowing him to purchase a revolver, 
| pistol or air-gun, shall be guilty of an 


offence and Usble on summary con- 
viction to a penalty not exceeding 
$200 or less than $25, or to imprison- 
ment for a term not exceeding six 
months with or without hard labor or 
to both, and the weapon confiscated. 

Every person who sells a revolver, 
pistol or air-gun under the provisions 
of section } hereof, without keeping a 
tecord of the date of the sale, name of 
maker, serial number of such revol- 
ver, pistol or air-gun, and the name, 
address and occupation of: the pur- 
chaser or who sells or exposes or of- 
fers for sale any revolver or pistol 
which does not bear a serial number 
and the maker's name, shall be guilty 
of an offence and liable on summary 
conviction to a penalty not exceeding 
$200 or less than $25, or to imprisou- 
ment for a term not exceeding six 
months with or without hard labor or 
i to both. 

Every peace officer may search any 
person who he has reason to believe 
and does believe is violating the pro- 
visions of the criminal code, and may 
Seize any of the weapons which such 
| Person is illegally carrying and any 
weapon seized under this section shall 
be confiscated. 

A clause providing for deportation 
in certain cases reads: 

“If any of the weapons is found on 
J ® person believed not to be a native 
of ( ada. the constable making the 
search, justice of the peace, or magis- 
trate before whom such person is 
{charged with the cifence, he shall re. 
port such facts to tle Provincial Sac- 
retary, and the Provincial Secretary 
may communicate with the Minister 
fof the Interior with the view towards

Jail Life In Montenegro s Cheerful 
Sort of Existence. 

Cettinje, the capital of Montenegro, 
possesses the most remarkable prison 
system in the world. The jail pre 
sents Uttle to indicate that it is a 
place of confinement. There are no 
outer prison walls, and-in the cells the 
men—abovt ten in each—are as con- 
tentedly and comfortably boused as 
thelr own personal domestic belong- 
ings can make them. Moreover, they 
are generously fed, and cigarettes 
without stint, wine occasionally and 
no work at all combine to check any 
desire to escape more effectually than 
would strong walls, iron bars and an 
army of warders. When W. J. Still 
map was in that country in the seyen- 
ties all the free men were away fight- 
ing, and he observed how when a mes- 
senger was wanted the official took a 
man out of the prison and sent him 
off, having no fear that he would not 
return, One such messenger was sent 
to Cattaro, in Austrian territory, with 
8,000 florins for the bank and duly 
came back. Another asked a Russian 
at Cattaro to intercede with Prince 
Nicholas for bis release from prison. 

“But you are not in prison,” sald the 
Russian. « .

The barn should adver- 
tise the farm, the live stgok and 
the marketable products from 
the farm rather than the goods 
of others. Let the name of the 
farm be the only sign found up- 
on your barn.

DIRECTIONS FOR SPRAYING. 

Guggestions For Getting Best Results 
Offered by Wisconsin Authority. 

To spray home orchards and get the 
best results the following suggestions 
are offered by the horticultural depart- 
ment fof the agricultural experiment 
station of the University of Wisconsin: 

Fungous diseases and Insects usually 
work upon trees at the same time; 
therefore use a spray of bordeaux mix- 
ture to which some arsenical polsoa 
bas been added. Ten ounces of Paris 
green or three pounds of arsenate of 
jead added to fifty gallons of bordeaux 
mixture’ will contro! the codling moth 
or apple worm and apple scab.

LIMITING THE BILL 


Unionists Propose Exceptions to 
the Veto Messure. 


ASSAULT ON HOME RULE 


Unionist Member Proposes to Leave 
Irish Parliament Proposals at the 
Mercy of the Upper House, But 

He ts Voted Down — Lords 
Should Protect the Preroga- 
tives of the Crown. 


London, April 2%.—The House of 
Commons set very late last night in 
its discussion of the second clause of 
the Parlinment bill, which relates to 
the curtailment of the powers of the 
House of Lords, and rejected numer- 
ous amendments seeking to exclude 
all sorts of measures {rom the opera- 
tion of the bill. 

The anti-home rule amendment, 
proposing to exclude “any bill to es 
tablish a separate Parliament and exe 
cutive for Ireland,” which was moved 
by John B. Lonsdale, Unionist mem- 
ber for Mid-Armagh, was defeated by 
a vote of 24 to 190. The divison on 
this amendment showed no cross-vot- 
ing, but a few Liberals, including 
Neil Primrose, the youngest son of 
the Earl of Rosebery, abstained {rom 
voting. 

Both Premier Asquith and Home 
Secretary Churchill during the course 
of the debate reiterated: the Govern- 
ment’s intention to proceed with the 
bill for the reform of the House of 
Lords during the lifetime of the prea 
ent Parliament. Mr. Churchill ex- 

lained that the fact that the Par- 
iament bill, although it secured pre- 
dominance of the House of Commons, 
would still leave the House of Lords 
the power of vexatious interference 
with Liberal measures, was in itself 
security that the Government would 
seek to reform the Upper Chamber. 

John. George Butcher, Unionist 
member for York City, moved an 
amendment exempting from the oper- 
ation of clause two any bill affecti 
the continued existence of the crowns 
prerogatives. In opposing this amend- 
ment; ‘Sir Robert B. Finlay, the At 
torney-General, said the security of 
the crown rested on the loyalty of 
the people, and it would be an evil 
day for the crown when it depended 
for existence upon the Lords’ veto. 
~The Butcher amendment was then 
Aeieated by 273 to 169. 


MADE MONEY TALK. 


Immigrant’s Roll of Bills Was Elo- 
quent Enough. 

New York, April 25.—Frederick 
Schneider, who arrived yesterday from 
Russia, with a.wife and fourteen of 
his fifteen living children, could not 
answer in English when asked if he 
had money enough to provide for his 
army of Schneiders, but he replied in 
“American” with an eloquence that 
staggered the immigration officials. 

From the depths of various pockets 
ne brought forth rolls of bills and toss- 
ed them upon the desk at Ellis Is- 
land, while officials and immigrants 
a i around to hear the money 
talk.

editor and his jim crow paper, be sureto have 
wife send in for three extra copies by one of your 
weeping children and when she reads the genez- 
ous and touching notice about you, forewarn her 
“not to neglect to send the fifteen cents to the 
editor.- It would overwhelm him. Money isa 
corrupt thing. The editor knows it and what he 
wants is your heartfelt thanks. Then he can 
thank the printers and they can thank the grocers. 
‘Send your job work to,some city job office ‘and 
then come and ask for free puffs every time 
the babycutsatooth.

Figuring im the reat 
of land, plowing, cost of seed, planting 
and cultivating, be found that it cost 
72 cents per toa. The cost of filling the 
silo, allowing a liberal wage for men 
and teams, he found to be 74 cents per 
ton. The cost of machinery and stor- 
age, incioding all items such as inter 
est on money invested, depreciation 
and 4epairs and even taxes and insur- 
ance, was 48 cents per ton. Adding 
these three initial costs together, we 
find that the cost of producing a ton 
et corn silage to be $1.94. Professor 
John Bowers of Jowa has another way 
of figuring it in which he arrives at 
about the same figures.
